Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  the  privilege  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  East  Berks  United  Sanitary 
Districts  for  the  year  1942,  which  is  the  thirty-second  in  the  series. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Preface  to  the  previous  year’s  Report,  much 
of  the  statistical  matter  has  to  be  omitted  for  reasons  of  national  security, 
but  nevertheless,  its  contents  will  suffice  to  show  that  the  Public  Health 
Services  are  being  maintained  at  a reasonable  level  in  spite  of  present 
day  difficulties. 

With  regard  to  the  general  health  and  welfare  of  the  people,  the  same 
comment  as  was  made  last  year  applies,  namely,  that  1942  was  a very 
healthy  year.  The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  compares  favourably 
with  that  of  pre-war  years  and  a marked  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  is  noticeable,  no  doubt  as  a result  of  the  immunisation 
campaign  and  this  conclusion  is  supported  by  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
actual  cases  occurred  in  young  adults  not  included  in  the  age  groups 
immunised. 

A unique  item  appeared  in  the  otherwise  scanty  agenda  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  East  Berks  Joint  Board,  held  at  Wokingham  on  8th  April, 
1943,  namely,  “ Retirement  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.”  The 
years  roll  on  independently  of  all  other  events  and  it  now  comes  about 
that  after  nearly  33  years  service  here,  I attain  retiring  age  on  the  31st 
January  next.  As  this  date  precedes  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  bring  the  matter  up  for  preliminary 
discussion  although  no  active  steps  need  be  taken  at  the  moment.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  my  retirement  would  in  all  probability  mean  a 
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division  of  the  Districts  as  now  constituted  on  the  grounds  that  the  area 
is  too  large  and  the  work  too  complex  now-a-days  for  a stranger  to 
administer  adequately,  alternatively,  the  Order  might  be  varied  so  as 
to  allow  the  appointment  of  an  assistant.  In  the  end,  it  was  decided 
that  my  appointment  should  be  extended  to  the  30th  June,  1944,  so  that 
the  matter  could  be  more  profitably  discussed  nearer  the  event  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  next  year. 

It  remains  now  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Staff  in  the  various  Districts  for  the  way  they  have 
carried  on  their  manifold  duties  in  these  troublous  times  and  to  the 
members  of  the  several  Councils  for  their  continued  kindness  and  courtesy 
which  has  always  been  a feature  of  the  relationship  between  the  Local 
Authorities  and  the  Medical  Officer  in  East  Berks.

INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

This  year  20  infant  deaths  were  recorded,  9 males  and  11  females, 
of  which  2 of  the  latter  were  illegitimate.  In  the  previous  year  there  were 
17  and  21  in  the  year  before  that.  Of  these  deaths  7 were  due  to  Premature 
Birth  and  5 to  Congenital  Defects,  Injury  at  Births  or  Infant  Diseases. 
There  were  2 deaths  from  Diarrhoea  in  children  under  2 years  of  age,  but 
none  in  the  previous  year.

Swabs  and  other  morbid  specimens  were  sent  from  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  London,  for 
examination  up  to  the  end  of  September,  1940,  and  after  that  date  to 
the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Oxford. 

Frequent  samples  of  the  main  public  water  supply  are  taken  at  the 
Water  Works  and  tested  for  bacterial  purity,  all  of  which  have  proved 
uniform  and  satisfactory.  Apart  from  excessive  hardness  no  exception 
can  be  taken  to  the  water  supplied  by  the  Company. 

Emergency  Water  Supplies. 

Four  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  privately  owned  wells 
and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination. 
The  reports  indicated  that  the  water  in  every  case  is  fit  for  drinking  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  water  from  these  wells  to  be  available 
for  distribution  to  the  public  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 


MAIDENHEAD  URBAN  DISTRICT 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  maintained  by  the  Maidenhead  Town  Council 
are  available  for  general  and  accident  cases  arising  in  the  Borough  of 
Maidenhead  and  the  neighbouring  Rural  District  of  Cookham.  In 
addition,  supplementary  Trailer  Ambulances  have  been  acquired  for  use 
in  the  event  of  air  raids.  There  is  a special  ambulance  attached  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  for  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

HOME  NURSING. 

Nursing  in  the  home  is  carried  out  by  the  Maidenhead  and  District 
Nursing  Association,  3-5,  Castle  Hill,  Maidenhead  {Tel.  Maidenhead  651), 
a full  account  of  which  has  been  given  in  the  corresponding  paragraph  of 
previous  Reports.

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MATEENITY  AND  CHILD  WELFAEE  SEEVICE. 

(i)  The  Berks  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  for 
Midwives.  Apart  from  mid  wives  attached  to  Institutions  there  is  only 
one  private  midwive  in  active  practice  in  the  Borough. 

(ii)  The  Maternity  Services  of  the  Local  Authority  include  a 
Welfare  Centre  conducted  by  Dr.  E.  Mary  Bell  at  " The  Wilderness,” 
Cookham  Eoad,  an  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic  conducted  at  “ The 
Wilderness  ; there  is  also  a Municipal  scheme  by  which  all  non-insured 
expectant  mothers  are  examined  by  their  own  doctor  as  frequently  as 
need  be.  The  details  of  this  latter  scheme,  which  includes  post-natal 
as  well  as  ante-natal  examinations,  have  appeared  in  previous  Eeports 
[see  Eeport  1938,  page  25). 

(iii)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children  is 
provided  by  various  local  agencies,  an  account  of  which  will  be  found  in 
the  Eeport  for  1938  at  pages  51-52. 

(iv)  Health  Visiting,  together  with  the  work  connected  with  the 
School  Medical  Service,  is  undertaken  by  three  whole-time  qualified 
nurses,  with  the  help  of  a Clinic  Assistant. 

(v)  Child  Life  Protection  and  the  duties  connected  therewith  is 
undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors,  as  described  in  the  Eeport  for  1938 
at  page  53. 

WATEE  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  this  District  has  been  desrcibed  in  detail  in 
previous  Eeports  {see  Eeport  1938,  page  55).  In  regard  to  both  quantity 
and  quality  this  supply  maintains  a high  standard.  Frequent  samples 
are  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  (about  twice  a week)  and  these 
have  proved  uniformly  satisfactory  during  the  past  year. 

The  Company,  which  is  a private  one,  derives  its  powers  from  an  Act 
of  1875,  and  several  subsequent  Provisional  Orders.  The  area  of  distri- 
bution covers  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  and  practically  the  whole  of 
the  surrounding  Eural  District  of  Cookham. 

DEAINAGE  AND  SEWEEAGE. 

Work  on  the  main  drainage  extension  scheme  has  continued  through- 
out the  year  and  is  at  last  nearing  completion.  Only  a few  short  lengths 
of  sewers  remain  to  be  laid  and  work  is  now  concentrated  on  the  Disposal 
Works  and  Pumping  Stations.  The  machinery  has  been  installed  in  the

two  outlying  stations  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  shortly  be  put  into 
operation.  The  reconstruction  of  the  main  pumping  station  at  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  now  proceeding.  The  old  hand-operated  pumps 
are  being  replaced  by  those  having  the  “ no-float  ” type  of  automatic 
control. 

Concurrently  with  the  change  over  of  the  machinery,  the  new  detritus 
and  screening  chambers  are  being  brought  into  operation. 

A small  amount  of  work  still  remains  to  be  done  on  the  Sedimentation 
Tanks,  Filters  and  Humus  Tanks,  so  for  the  time  being  the  flow  is  being 
diverted  from  the  new  detritus  chambers  into  the  old  disposal  works. 

Fewer  houses  are  now  being  connected  to  the  new  sewers  as  labour 
is  not  available  for  this  work.  Nevertheless,  what  has  been  done  in  this 
direction  has  materially  reduced  the  excessive  amount  of  work  which  fell 
upon  the  cesspool  emptying  service. 

Some  concern  4s  felt  at  the  position  which  will  arise  at  the  Ray  Mill 
Road  Pumping  Station  if  connections  are  made  to  the  sewers  draining 
thereto  at  a level  which  in  time  of  floods  will  admit  flood  water.  Dis- 
cussions are  proceeding  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the  desirability 
of  making  a bye-law  controlling  the  level  of  inlets  to  drains  connected 
to  the  sewers.  Consideration  is  also  being  given  to  the  desirability  of 
so  amending  the  sewerage  network  that  the  flow  from  the  higher  ground 
is  not  taken  into  the  area  liable  to  flooding. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Collection  of  House  Refuse. 

The  house  refuse  continues  to  be  collected  from  all  premises  in  the 
Borough  at  fortnightly  intervals  in  covered  S.D.  Freighters.  Separate 
compartments  are  provided  in  these  vehicles  for  waste  paper  and  other 
salvable  material.  This  work  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour  by  the 
Borough  Engineer’s  Department. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  Council  continues  to  dispose  of  its  house  refuse  by  composting 
with  crude  sewage  sludge  by  the  “ Sams  ” process.  This  form  of  disposal 
is  carried  out  for  the  Council  under  agreement,  by  Agricultural  and  Public 
Contractors  Limited.  The  contract  will  expire  at  the  end  of  1943  and 
the  Council  is  how  considering  the  renewal  of  this  contract,  either  in  its 
present,  or  in  an  amended,  form.

As  a result  of  a temporary  increase  in  population  a number  of  cases 
of  overcrowding  arose,  but  by  rearrangement  of  accommodation  the  more 
serious  cases  were  abated. 

In  some  instances,  where  the  number  of  persons  in  a house  was  only 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  permitted  number,  action  has  been  deferred  until 
the  general  congestion  of  accommodation  is  relieved. 

Unofficial  Evacuees. 

A considerable  number  of  persons  and  families  have  come  into  Maiden- 
head from  districts  subject  to  air  raids  entirely  on  their  own  initiative. 
Very  often  these  “ unofiicial  evacuees"  made  a bad  bargain  with  the 
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landlord  or  liouseliolder  and  consequently  complain  loudly  to  tlie  Health 
Department  about  “ the  shocking  state  of  affairs  in  Maidenhead.”  It 
is  very  difficult  to  make  such  persons  understand  that  it  is  no  part  of  our 
duty  to  ” find  a house  for  them  ” nor  of  the  Billeting  Officer  to  “ provide 
proper  accommodation.”  The  capacity  of  Maidenhead  Borough  to  house 
extraneous  population  has  already  been  taxed  to  the  utmost  by  those 
evacuees  who  have  been  sent  here  under  an  official  scheme  and  spare 
rooms  are  just  not  available  at  present. 

The  Inspectorial  Staff,  in  conjunction  with  the  Health  Visitors,  are 
in  close  touch  with  the  movement  of  population  within  the  Borough. 
They  have  on  numerous  occasions  from  their  early  knowledge  of  such 
movement,  been  able  to  find  further  house-room  so  as  to  relieve  over- 
crowding and  to  assist  in  cases  of  genuine  hardship,  but  they  cannot  add 
the  functions  of  an  Estate  Agent  to  those  of  their  already  numerous 
war-time  duties. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Over  the  week-end  29th-31st  August,  1942,  information  reached 
the  Health  Department  that  several  persons  had  exhibited  symptoms 
indicative  of  food  poisoning  and  that  after  eating  brawn  purchased  from 
a local  pork  butcher.  A rapid  preliminary  survey  soon  elicited  the  fact 
that  it  was  not  ” brawn  ” but  ” pressed  pork  ” that  was  the  apparent 
cause  of  the  outbreak  and  that  it  was  more  extensive  than  at  first  supposed. 
It  was  not  possible  to  ascertain  the  exact  number  of  persons  affected — 
some  very  slightly — but  probably  some  two  hundred  would  be  a fair 
estimate,  including  three  dogs  (very  definitely)  and  probably  a cat.  One 
factor  contributing  to  the  wide  spread  was  the  fact  that  a certain  well- 
known  Stores*  had  purchased  a considerable  portion  of  the  pressed  pork 
for  sandwiches,  which  were  a popular  feature  by  way  of  ” elevenses.” 

The  mode  and  time  of  onset,  signs  and  symptoms  were  characteristic 
of  a Salmonella  intoxication,  namely,  sudden  abdominal  pain  in  twelve 
to  eighteen  hours  after  partaking,  followed  by  violent  diarrhoea  with 
vomiting,  or  at  least  nausea,  great  prostration  amounting  to  collapse  in 
some  cases,  ” cold  sweat,”  then  fairly  rapid  recovery  with  distaste  for 
food  and  general  weakness  lasting  for  a day  or  two.  A few  persons 
developed  a papular  rash  on  face,  chest  and  arms  afterwards,  but  this 
was  not  common. 

There  was  one  fatal  case,  which  was  the  subject  of  a Coroner’s  Inquest. 
This  was  an  old  man  of  78  years  of  age  who  was  also  suffering  from  Chronic 
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Bronchitis  and  Sclerosis  of  the  Coronary  Arteries.  His  wife,  of  similar 
age,  was  also  attacked,  but  recovered  completely. 

In  the  bacteriological  investigation  which  followed,  great  assistance 
was  given  by  the  Staff  of  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Service  (Oxford), 
who  pursued  their  enquiry  over  a very  wide  field.  After  much  search, 
two  small  portions — 2 to  3ozs. — of  the  incriminated  pressed  pork  was 
recovered  and  sent  along  with  specimens  of  faeces  from  some  forty 
patients.  One  of  the  specimens  of  pressed  pork  and  ten  of  the  forty 
faecal  specimens  yielded  growths  of  B.  typhi-murium  {B.  Aertryche)  and 
the  same  was  recovered  from  various  organs,  intestines  and  blood  of  the 
fatal  case. 

The  question  as  to  how  the  pressed  pork  became  contaminated  was 
never  settled.  The  preparation  was  made"  from  three  small  pigs  reared 
on  a farm  at  Iver  Heath  (Bucks),  where  there  had  been  recent  illness  and 
death  (said  to  be  Pneumonia)  amongst  the  pigs.  Very  careful  investigation 
was  made  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Service  Laboratory  of  persons 
and  animals  on  the  farm,  but  no  trace  of  the  organism  was  found.  The 
pigs  were  slaughtered  by  special  order  at  the  Government  Slaughterhouse, 
Cippenham  (Slough)  and  were  inspected  there  before  allocation  to  the 
Maidenhead  Butcher.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  who  examined  them  gave 
very  definite  evidence  at  the  inquest  to  the  effect  that,  knowing  they  were 
an  emergency  slaughter  (suspected  commencing  Pneumonia  by  the 
Veterinary  Surgeon  called  in  by  the  Farmer)  he  had  given  special  attention 
to  them,  but  apart  from  the  fact  that  they  were  small,  in  poor  condition, 
and  showed  superficial  wounds  on  hocks  and  tail,  he  had  no  reason  to 
condemn  the  carcases.  The  injured  parts  having  been  removed,  they 
were  graded  for  manufacturing  purposes.  The  possibility  of  contamin- 
ation by  rats  or  otherwise  in  transit  was  considered,  but  there  was  no 
evidence  of  such  having  occurred.  The  question  of  contamination  during 
preparation  was  closely  investigated  with  negative  results.  The  brawn 
originally  blamed,  was  prepared  at  the  same  time,  by  the  same  methods 
and  by  the  same  persons,  but  no  illness  resulted  from  its  use.  All  three 
employees  at  the  shop  who  had  been  concerned  in  the  manufacture  yielded 
B.  typhi-murium  in  the  first  faecal  specimens  but  not  in  subsequent 
specimens,  and  all  three  had  “ tasted  ” the  pork  during  or  after  prepar- 
ation, but  only  one  had  been  definitely  ill  in  consequence.  The  gelatine 
glaze  used  in  “ setting  ” the  pork  was  also  investigated  with  negative 
result. 

As  not  all  persons  who  ate  of  this  batch  of  pressed  pork  (about  80lbs. 
in  all)  were  taken  ill,  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  only  one  of  the 
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three  pigs  was  infected,  but  as  no  scrap  of  any  of  the  three  was  available 
for  investigation,  this  surmise  could  not  be  confirmed.  The  facts  definitely 
ascertained  were,  that  Pressed  Pork  was  the  cause  of  illness,  most,  but 
not  all  of  the  batch,  was  more  or  less  infected  with  B.  typhi-murium,  but 
how,  when  and  where  infection  occurred  remains  a mystery. 

Immunisation. 

A Clinic  is  held  at  ‘'The  Wilderness  ” on  the  first  Saturday  of  the 
month  for  immunising  children  against  Diphtheria.  During  1942,  59Q 
children  received  the  full  course  of  treatment  and  the  total  number  of 
children  immunised  since  1940,  including  those  done  at  the  schools,  is 
3,264.

The  Council  possesses  a motor-vacuum  cesspool  emptier  for  the 
clearance  of  cesspools,  the  contents  being  disposed  of  by  discharge  into 
a convenient  manhole  in  the  sewerage  system.  Cesspools  are  emptied 
monthly  without  charge  where  no  public  sewer  is  available,  but  additional 
clearances  and  the  emptying  of  cesspools  upon  premises  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  a sewer  are  charged  for. 

The  figures  for  1942  are  : Number  of  cesspool  emptyings,  1139  ; 
total  quantity  removed,  958,450  gallons  ; average  quantity  removed 
from  each  cesspool,  841  gallons. 

The  policy  of  the  Council  has  been  to  carry  out  necessary  extensions 
of  the  sevrerage  system  and  to  oppose  upon  Town  Planning  grounds  the 
premature  development  of  land  for  building,  where  a sewerage  system  is 


impracticable.

Dry  Scavenging. 

Collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  by  an  S.D.  refuse 
vehicle.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

No  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  five  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough,  general  slaughtering  being  now  carried  out  at  Ministry  of  Food 
Regional  establishments. 

Periodic  visits  have  been  made  to  butchers’  shops  and  all  cottagers’ 
pigs  ” slaughtered  under  licence  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  have  been 
inspected.

INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  9 deaths  amongst  children  under  one  year  of  age  as  against 
4 in  the  previous  year.  Seven  of  these  were  males  and  2 (1  illegitimate) 
females.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Wet  Scavenging. 

Council’s  vehicles  consist  of  two  1,000  and  one  750-gallon  Dennis 
vacuum  machines,  the  latter  being  a dual  purpose  vehicle  with  inter- 
changing refuse  and  cesspool  emptying  bodies. 

Workmen  employed  are  three  drivers  and  two  mates. 

The  contents  are  disposed  of  by  broad  irrigation  at  two  disposal 
sites — one  at  Bray  and  the  other  at  Cookham.  A full-time  workman  is 
employed  at  Bray  site  and  a part-time  workman  at  Cookham.

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The  following  Parishes  are  served  by  this  Service  : Bray,  Bisham, 
Cookham  and  White  Waltham. 

By  Resolution  of  the  Council  cesspools  are  not  emptied  more  fre- 
quently than  once  per  month. 

In  connection  with  the  wet  scavenging  of  the  area,  I have  to  report  that 
the  present  system  is  not  quite  satisfactory,  inasmuch  as  cesspool  contents, 
under  the  present  shortage  of  vehicles,  are  bound  to  have  a regular  period 
of  overflowing  before  cleansing  can  be  carried  out.  No  doubt  as  the  times 
reach  normal,  a large  percentage  of  these  nuisances  can  be  removed  by 
reconstruction  and  addition  of  disposal  facilities  to  the  various  premises, 
but  there  would  still  remain  a large  number  of  cesspools  to  which  no 
additions  could  be  made  consequent  upon  lack  of  disposal  areas,  and 
therefore  further  machines  and  workmen  will  be  required  to  be  employed 
if  this  serious  nuisance  of  overflowing  cesspool  contents  is  to  be  abated. 

The  men  employed  on  this  work,  as  they  are  out  in  all  weathers,  do 
require  special  protective  clothing,  such  as  waterproof  coats,  leggings  and 
rubber  boots.  These  articles  should  be  supplied  by  the  Council,  but, 
apart  from  the  difflculty  of  obtaining  suitable  apparel,  there  is  the  compli- 
cated question  of  coupons.’’  The  matter  is,  however,  receiving 
attention. 

During  the  financial  year  ending  April,  1943,  4,865  cesspools  at  Bray, 
Bisham,  Cookham  and  White  Waltham,  were  emptied  of  6,550,350  gallons 
of  sewage  at  a cost  of  £2,774,  or  8s.  6d.  per  1,000  gallons,  i.e.,  the  normal 
contents  of  one  cesspool.  For  the  previous  year  the  corresponding  figure 
are  5,144  cesspools,  7,327,250  gallons  ; total  cost,  £2,694,  or  7s.  4d.  per 
1,000  gallons. 

Dry  Scavenging. 

Consequent  upon  the  various  War  activities  primarily  connected  with 
the  salvaging  of  materials,  the  Council  by  Resolution  on  the  1st  December, 
1942,  resolved  that  the  removal  of  house  refuse  be  discontinued,  with  the 
proviso  that  as  far  as  practicable,  a skeleton  collection  service  be  inaugu- 
rated throughout  their  area,  having  due  regard  to  the  requirements  of  the 
respective  Parishes.  As  the  Parishes  of  Cookham  and  Bray — by  reason 
of  their  population  compared  with  the  acreage— were  deemed  to  require 
more  service  than  the  remaining  Parishes,  instructions  were  given  that 
preference  in  such  skeleton  service  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  given 
to  these  two  Parishes. 
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This  service  is  functioning  up  to  the  time  of  this  Report,  and  is,  so 
far  as  can  be  ascertained,  being  carried  out  without  complaint  from  the 
ratepayers. 

The  system  was  greatly  disorganised  in  its  inception  consequent  upon 
the  breakdown  of  vehicles  at  the  December  end  of  1942,  and  again  through 
another  vehicle  on  the  1st  February,  1943.  Up  to  the  financial  year 
ending  31st  March,  1943,  these  two  vehicles  were  still  under  repair  and, 
as  mentioned,  the  collection  of  refuse  during  those  months  was  inclined 
to  be  erratic,  but  the  accumulating  of  refuse  and  the  creating  of  nuisances, 
was  overcome  by  the  use  of  a hired  lorry. 

The  skeleton  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's  own  employees 
and  vehicles,  such  being  three  Dennis  covered  vans,  each  of  10  cubic 
yards  capacity.  The  period  of  collection  is  at  approximately  three 
weeks’  interval,  and  the  time  taken  in  collection  averages  ten  days. 

The  disposal  of  such  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  three  tips,  which 
have  been  in  use  for  some  years. 

During  the  year  under  review,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  re-top 
and  finally  cover  with  top  soil  to  an  approximate  depth  of  2 feet,  the  tips 
at  Cookham  and  White  Waltham. 

With  regard  to  White  Waltham  tip,  at  the  time  of  taking  charge  by 
Mr.  Knowles,  it  was  used  greatly  as  a dump  for  salvage  tins.  This  dump 
has  now  been  completely  removed,  and  no  further  dumping  will  occur, 
thus  leaving  the  tip  to  function  fully  as  a refuse  disposal  site. 

On  perusal  of  the  following  statistics,  it  will  be  interesting  to  note 
the  reduction  in  the  collection  cost  per  ton,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

By  Government  Order,  all  slaughter  houses  in  the  District  have  been 
closed  down  for  the  duration  of  hostilities. 

The  bulk  of  meat  allocated  to  the  District  is  sent  from  Mr.  Dudley 
Sims’  slaughter  house.  Maidenhead,  whose  premises  have  been  taken 
over  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  centralized  slaughtering. 
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The  Meat  Inspectors  of  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  and  of  the  Cook- 
ham  Rural  District  Council  are  working  a night  and  week-end  duty 
rota  at  the  above  slaughter  house. 

Two  hundred  and  fifteen  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  butchers’ 
shops,  and  Central  Slaughter  House,  Maidenhead. 

Fifty-four  pigs  were  slaughtered  and  inspected  at  private  houses  and 
premises  after  the  owners  had  procured  a licence  from  the  Food  Control 
Ofiice.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  the  following  schools  were  visited  for  the  purpose  of 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  : Bray  : Braywood  C.E.,  Holyport  C.E. 
and  Touchen  End  C.E. ; Hurley  : Burchetts  Green  C.E.  and  Knowl  Hill ; 
Waltham  St.  Lawrence  C.E. ; White  Waltham  C.E.  and  Littlewick  Green 
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C.E.  The  total  number  thus  immunised  was  753,  including  those  of  pre- 
school age  and  evacuees.  At  other  centres  an  additional  number  of 
112  children  were  dealt  with,  making  the  total  for  the  year  965.  In  the 
previous  year  551  children  received  treatment,  which  makes  the  grand 
total  of  1,516.

INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  13  ; 
5 males,  8 females,  of  which  1 was  illegitimate  ; while  in  the  previous  year 
the  total  of  infant  deaths  was  11.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were 
Premature  Birth  2,  Congenital  Defects,  Birth  Injuries  and  Infantile 
Diseases,  8.  There  were  also  2 deaths  from  Diarrhoea  amongst  children 
under  2 years  of  age,  but  none  in  the  previous  two  years. 

There  was  I death  due  to  child-birth,  the  first  for  the  past  three  years. 
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LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE. 

In  the  Report  for  1939  (pages  I50-I57)  a full  list  was  given  of  the 
Adoptive  Acts,  Sections,  Byelaws,  etc.,  in  force  in  this  District.  As 
this  remains  the  same  there  is  no  need  to  repeat  the  list. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  general  arrangements  for  supplying  the  local  medical  practi- 
tioners with  swabs,  etc.,  are  as  described  in  the  Preface  to  previous 
Reports. 

Samples  of  Milk  are  taken  by  the  County  Police,  and  of  other  Foods 
and  Drugs  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Department  for  Weights 
and  Measures.  These  samples  are  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst.

The  Services  indicated  by  tbe  above-mentioned  headings  remain 
as  described  in  previous  Reports.  The  scope  and  extent  of  their  activities 
during  the  past  year  were  similar  to  those  recorded  in  the  Report  for 
1938  at  pages  153-154. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Of  the  12  samples  taken  from  public  mains  during  the  year,  all  gave 
satisfactory  results.  A start  has  been  made  with  the  installation  of 
the  much  needed  water  softening  plant  at  the  Works,  whence  the  chief 
water  supply  of  this  District  is  derived. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewerage  installations  for  the  Parishes  of  Binfield,  Crowthorne, 
Sandhurst,  Winkfield  and  the  village  of  Bracknell  have  been  reviewed 
at  length  in  previous  Reports.  Various  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year.  Samples  taken  from  time  to  time  by  Inspectors  of 
the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  have  proved  satisfactory.

Salvage  is  diligently  prosecuted  and  very  satisfactory  returns  have 
been  obtained.  The  total  sales  for  1942  amounted  to  £1,942  15s.  9d. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICEKS. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Inspectorial  Staff 
during  1942. 

Mr.  Charlesworth,  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  left  to  take  up 
military  duties  on  8th  May.  Mr.  B.  H.  Hebbron  (additional  Sanitary 
Inspector)  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  post. 

In  December,  Mr.  D.  L.  Wilkinson,  formerly  of  Easington  B.D. 
(Durham),  took  up  office  as  additional  Sanitary  Inspector.  This  completes 
the  war-time  staff.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

There  are  no  notable  changes  to  record  in  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  District  and  the  overcrowded  conditions  referred  to  in  last  year's 
Report  have  been  eased  by  a reduction  in  population  due  to  the  return 
of  evacuees.  The  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  certain  of  the  premises 
used  as  temporary  schools  for  evacuees  mentioned  in  the  previous  year’s 
Report  have  been  greatly  mitigated  by  absorption  of  the  remaining 
evacuees  into  the  regular  schools. 

HOUSING. 

Plans  and  Town  Planning. 

Planning  and  building  development  during  the  year  have  been 
confined  principally  to  alterations,  many  of  these  being  alterations 
required  in  connection  with  the  expansion  of  recently  established  war- 
time industries. 

Planning  control  is  exercised  under  the  protection  of  the  Interim 
Development  Order,  1933,  and  no  appeals  against  decisions  of  the  Council 
under  this  Order  were  lodged  during  the  year. 

During  the  past  year  50  plans  for  new  buildings  under  the  Bye-laws 
were  submitted. 
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Council  Houses. 

Owing  to  war-time  restrictions  necessary  repairs  and  maintenance  of 
the  134  houses  belonging  to  the  Council  have  to  be  limited  to  bare  essentials. 
Owing  to  deterioration  of  external  woodwork  a programme  of  repair  has 
been  adopted  and  will  be  carried  into  effect  as  soon  as  the  necessary  labour 
and  materials  become  available. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

There  is  no  Government  Slaughter  House  in  the  District  and  the 
inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  is  confined  to  the  regular  inspection 
of  shops  in  the  District. 

Since  the  Ministry  of  Food  is  now  the  sole  buyer  of  milk,  a National 
Scheme  of  Milk  Testing  for  Keeping  Quality  has  been  inaugurated  to 
minimise  the  serious  wastage  from  souring.  With  an  improved  staff, 
work  will  progress  in  improving  the  condition  of  producers’  premises  up 
to  a minimum  standard  agreed  upon  in  the  County  of  Berks. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

It  has  been  found  possible  to  carry  out  an  increased  amount  of  super- 
vision over  milk  production  in  the  District  and  although  shortage  of 
labour  and  materials  render  the  carrying  out  of  structural  improvements 
difficult,  some  structural  improvements  have  been  put  in  hand  on  the 
premises  of  three  milk  producers.  The  number  of  producers  and  dairy-

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  the  Schools  at  Winkfield  and  Warfield  were  visited 
for  the  purpose  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  the  number  of 
children  thus  immunised  was  803,  including  those  of  pre-school  age  and 
evacuees.  At  other  centres  an  additional  number  of  243  children  were 
dealt  with,  making  a total  for  the  year  of  1,046.  In  the  previous  year 
2,047  chidlren  received  the  treatment  making  a grand  total  of  3,093.

INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Amongst  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  there  were  13  deaths,  8 males 
and  5 females,  of  which  2 were  illegitimate  infants.  In  the  previous  year 
there  were  9 infant  deaths.  Of  these  deaths,  6 were  due  to  Premature 
Birth  and  3 to  Congenital  Malformations,  Birth  Injury  or  Infantile 
Disease.  There  were  3 deaths  from  Diarrhoea  in  children  under  2 years 
of  age,  as  against  none  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Maternal  causes,  nor  were  there  any  in 
the  two  previous  years. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICEKS. 

There  is  one  whole-time  Officer  (Mr.  W.  H.  Bowsell,  Council  Offices, 
Bowden  Road,  Sunninghill,  Tel.  Ascot  893),  who  holds  the  combined 
appointments  of  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Building  Surveyor  for  the  whole 
District  and  who  is  also  Superintendent  of  Scavenging  for  the  Parish  of 
Old  Windsor.  The  supervision  of  the  Council’s  Sewerage  Works  and 
Scavenging  Scheme  for  the  twe^ther  parishes,  Sunninghill  and  Sunning- 
dale,  is  undertaken  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Toy,  “ Mascal,”  Ascot  {Tel.  Ascot  357).

Official  milk  sampling  is  done  by  the  County  Police. 

Sampling  of  other  foods  and  drugs  is  done  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
County  Weights  and  Measures  Department. 

Samples  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  are  taken  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Of  the  public  supply,  27  samples  were  taken  under  the  “ Six  Districts 
Agreement,”  of  which  5 were  in  Windsor  Rural  District.  All  yielded 
satisfactory  results.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  samples  of  the 
few  remaining  private  supplies.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

A description  of  the  Water  Supply  in  this  District  was  given  at  length 
in  the  Report  for  1937  at  page  94,  which  need  not  be  repeated  as  the 
conditions  remain  unchanged,  and  further  comments  were  added  in  the 
Report  for  1938  at  page  202.  The  chief  source  of  supply  is  from  the 
public  mains  of  the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company.  By  an 
arrangement  with  the  six  Districts  in  this  neighbourhood  on  the  same 
supply,  samples  from  service  pipes  are  taken  periodically  in  rotation  and 
the  results  of  the  analyses  circulated. 

Under  the  combined  sampling  arrangements,  operating  between 
neighbouring  Authorities,  27  Analyst’s  Reports  were  received  during 
1942,  on  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  public  supply.  In  no  case  was 
the  water  judged  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  this  District  has  been  fully  described 
in  previous  Reports  under  this  heading  and  need  not  be  repeated.  Mr. 
E.  J.  Toy  is  the  Works  Manager  and  Sanitary  Superintendent,  whose 
address  and  telephone  number  are  “ Mascal,”  Ascot ; Ascot  357. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports,  Wet  Scavenging,  i.e.,  emptying 
of  cesspools,  is  still  carried  out  in  the  Parishes  of  Sunninghill  and  Sunning- 
dale  at  the  few  houses  which  have  not  yet  been  connected  to  the  public 
sewer,  most  of  these  being  so  situated  that  connection  is  impossible. 
The  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  is  not  sewered. 

Dry  Scavenging,  i.e.,  removal  of  house  refuse,  is  carried  out  in  all 
three  parishes  and  combined  with  it  there  is  an  extensive  (and  intensive) 
Salvaging  Scheme  for  the  recovery  of  useable  waste  materials. 

In  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor,  the  disposal  of  dry  refuse  remains  a 
difficult  problem.  The  quantity  involved  does  not  appear  to  warrant 
the  introduction  of  elaborate  disposal  methods  ; on  the  other  hand  no 
site  is  available  in  the  Parish  for  the  purpose  of  Controlled  Tipping,  much 
of  the  land  being  Crown  property.  The  CounciFs  Tip  ” at  South 
Ascot  is  some  seven  miles  distant,  apart  from  which  the  site  there  is 
restricted  in  area.  Disposal  is  therefore  dependant  on  the  co-operation 
of  adjacent  Authorities,  with  whom  somewhat  precarious  arrangements 
exist  for  this  purpose. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

The  Report  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Rowsell,  Sanitary  Inspector  for  this  District, 
for  the  year  ended  3 1st  December,  1942,  is  reproduced  below.

Dear  Sir, 

I have  to  submit  the  following  brief  summary  of  my  work  as 
Sanitary  and  Building  Inspector,  and  Cleansing  Supt.  (Old  Windsor), 
during  the  year  1942. 

Inspections  of  dwelling  houses  has  again  been  restricted  to  complaints, 
involving  43  premises,  exclusive  of  Council  houses  and  requisitioned 
premises.  These  latter  items  occasion  a considerable  amount  of  work, 
not  all  of  which  can  be  tabulated  ; as,  for  example,  the  checking  of 
detailed  Schedules  of  Condition,  prepared  by  owners  of  requisitioned 
houses.  Repairs  and  decorations  were  carried  out  to  Council  houses  in 
85  instances,  and,  in  addition,  comprehensive  redecoration  was  carried 
out  in  20  cases. 
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Two  serious  cases  of  overcrowding,  including  one  carried  over  from 
1941,  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  and  both  were  duly  abated  by  the 
voluntary  removal,  following  notice,  of  some  of  the  occupants. 

It  must  be  recorded  that  Premises  where  Food  is  prepared  and/or 
stored  are  reasonably  well  maintained,  having  in  mind  the  extreme 
difficulties  under  which  traders  labour.  Of  the  25  premises  visited,  none 
could  be  said  to  be  unduly  neglected.  Inspection  has  been  made  at  the 
five  Bakehouses  in  the  District  from  time  to  time,  and  although  the 
regular  cleansing  “ time-table  has  been  somewhat  upset  by  war  con- 
ditions, no  Statutory  action  was  called  for.  Dairy  Farms  in  the  District 
number  10.  It  may  be  true  to  say  that  in  the  interests  of  “ production 
a measure  of  perfection  may  have  been  sacrificed,  particularly  in  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  buildings.  Deports  on  Farms  in  this  District,  under 
the  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme,  have  been  satisfactory. 

A Table  of  Condemned  Foodstuffs  is  given  elsewhere. 

The  general  administration  of  Health  matters  has  had  to  be  noticeably 
''  toned  down  ’’  during  the  third  year  of  war,  and  become  less  amenable  to 
tabulation,  but  the  “ health  consciousness  ” of  the  people  shows  no  signs 
of  flagging,  as  evidenced  by  their  sympathy  with  the  “ official  ’’  sense  of 
frustration,  and  their  zeal  to  contact  the  Sanitary  Inspector  on  all  matters 
adversely  affecting  the  public  (or  private)  weal. 

I beg  leave  to  record  my  respectful  and  sincere  appreciation  of  your 
unfailing  support  and  guidance  during  another  year.

of  materials 

and  labour  for  property  maintenance  purposes,  the  Council  abandoned, 
for  the  war  period,  the  general  maintenance  policy  as  to  Council  houses, 
referred  to  in  the  Report  for  1939,  page  127.  Individual  applications 
for  repairs  and  decorations  have  now  to  be  considered  on  merit.  This 
continues  to  prove  a diflbcult  and  constantly  recurring  procedure. 

As  recorded  elsewhere,  85  repair  and  decoration  items  were  carried 
out  at  premises  owned  by  the  Council,  in  addition  to  comprehensive 
re-decoration  at  a block  of  20  houses,  used  extensively  for  the  reception 
of  evacuees.  The  Old  Windsor  Cesspool  Machine  Garage,  referred  to  in 
the  1941  Report,  was  completed  and  occupied  early  in  1942,  and  a 
concrete  forecourt  and  gravel  approach  road  added  later.  A compre- 
hensive survey,  for  the  removal  of  unnecessary  iron  railings  in  the  District 
was  undertaken  in  September,  1942.  Most  of  the  railings  have  since 
been  removed  under  contract  by  the  Ministry  of  Works

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SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

In  all,  25  visits  were  paid  to  shop  premises  during  1942.  Cleanliness 
was  fairly  well  maintained  and  it  may  be  said  that  no  shops  in  this  District, 
employing  staff,  are  now  without  means  for  maintaining  a reasonable 
temperature,  and  healthy  atmosphere,  and  in  all  cases  sanitary  conveni- 
ences are  available,  including  washing  facilities. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  is  one  licensed  Camping  Site  in  the  District,  at  Ascot.  During 
the  year  1942,  two  applications  for  licences  were  considered  by  the 
Council  and  rejected  ; the  sites  in  question  being  deemed  inappropriate 
from  a general  amenities  point  of  view,  and  being  without  adequate 
facilities  in  the  matter  of  water  supply  and  sanitation.  There  would 
appear  to  be  the  usual  war-time  tendency  for  mushroom  growth  to 
develop  in  such  matters  as  the  one  under  review,  and  considerable 
difficulties  arise  in  controlling  this,  without  resort  to  statutory  means.

INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  15  deaths  amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  13  males 
and  2 females  ; none  of  these  was  illegitimate.  In  the  previous  year 
there  were  9 such  deaths.  There  were  no  deaths  this  year  from  Diarrhoea 
amongst  children  under  two  years  of  age  ; in  the  previous  year  there 
were  2.  Premature  birth  accounted  for  5 deaths  and  Congenital  Malfor- 
mations, Birth  Injuries  and  Infantile  Diseases  for  7 deaths.  For  the 
third  year  running  there  were  again  no  Maternal  deaths.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Public  Water  Supply  in  this  District  has  been  described  in  previous 
Reports  (see  that  for  1938,  page  236). 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  31  private  wells  in  various  parts  of 
the  District  and  were  submitted  to  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health 
for  bacteriological  analysis.  Ten  samples  were  classified  as  good,  3 
passable  and  18  unfit.  Appropriate  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to 
the  unfit  samples. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  only  3 recognised  swimming  baths  and  pools  in  the  District, 
Le.,  Calif ornia-in-England,  Nine  Mile  Ride  ; Robinson  Crusoe  Holiday 
Camp,  Longmore ; and  the  Henley  Bathing  Station  at  Remenham. 
They  were  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  found  to  be  reasonably  well 
maintained. 


CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  only  two  Camping  Sites  of  any  size  in  the  District, 
Robinson  Crusoe  Holiday  Camp,  Park  Lane,  Finchampstead  ; and  the 
Gypsy  Encampment  at  Mole  Road,  Winnersh  ; the  particulars  of  which 
were  given  in  my  Report  for  1938,  page  248. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Although  the  main  drainage  and  sewerage  schemes  which  were  in 
hand  at  the  outbreak  of  war  have  been  suspended,  certain  portions  of  the 
work  are  being  carried  out  so  as  to  relieve  the  burden  of  cesspool  emptying 
in  the  more  densely  populated  parts  of  the  District,  such  as  the  Shepherds 
Hill  area, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

Wet  Scavenging. 

In  spite  of  war-time  conditions,  the  Cesspool  emptying  service  is 
being  maintained  at  its  former  level.  In  all,  there  are  twelve  sites  in 
the  District  where  cesspool  contents  or  sewage  directly  drained  from  the 
houses  is  being  disposed  of  by  land  treatment.  These  were  all  inspected 
recently  and,  with  one  exception,  found  to  be  in  reasonably  good  working 
order.  Extensions  and  improvements  are  being  carried  out  when  labour 
and  materials  become  available.  The  following  Tables  taken  from  the 
Report  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Arrandale,  the  Officer  now  in  charge  of  these  matters, 
indicates  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  carried  out  in  this  and  in  the 
previous  year,  ended  at  31st  March,  1943.

Salvage  and  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  work  of  collecting  salvage,  refuse  collection  and  disposal  was 
transferred  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department  in  April,  1942.  The 
system  was  reorganised  to  exclude  all  subsidiary  salvage  depots  and  the 
withdrawal  of  horse-drawn  vehicles. 

The  value  of  materials  salvaged  during  the  year  amounted  to  approxi- 
mately £3,000,  as  against  £1,860  in  the  previous  year. 

The  main  salvage  depot  is  situated  in  King  Street  Lane,  Winnersh, 
and  the  storage  of  all  metals  pending  disposal,  at  the  Council’s  depot  at 
Watmore  Lane.

The  following  particulars  have  been  supplied  by  Mr.  Stanley  E. 
Hayward,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Building  Surveyor’s  Department, 
through  the  absence  of  Mr.  Tween,  Building  Surveyor,  on  Military  Service.
